The  Senior  Fellows  of  the  Fontitic  al 
Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies  have 
elected  Fr.  Martin  Dimnik,  C.S.B. , 
President  of  the  Institute.  Fhe election 
was  confirmed  by  Father  Jack  Gal- 
lagher, C.S.B.,  Superior  General  of  the 
Basilian  Fathers. 

Father  Dimnik  was  born  in  Ljubli- 
jana,  Slovenia,  Yugoslavia.  With 
some  of  his  family  he  fled  to  Austria 
and  after  six  years  emigrated  to  Can- 
ada. Upon  graduating  from  high 
school  in  Lethbridge,  Alberta,  he 
entered  the  Basilians  and  studied  for 
his  Bachelor's  and  Master's  degrees  at 
the  University  of  Toronto  in  Slavic 
Studies  and  in  Russian  Languages 
and  Literatures.  After  completing  his 
theological  studies  at  St.  Michael's  in 
the  Toronto  School  of  Theology,  he 
proceeded  to  doctoral  studies  at 
Oxford  University,  receiving  the 
D.Phil,  degree  in  Russian  history,  spe- 
cializing in  the  medieval  period.  He 
joined  the  faculty  of  the  Pontifical 
Institute  in  1976  and  there,  first  as  a 
Junior  then  a  Senior  Fellow,  held  the 
offices  of  Treasurer  and  Superior  of 
the  Basilian  Fathers,  and  Academic 
Secretary  of  the  Institute.

JOHANNES     CARDINAL    WILLEBRANDS 
PRESIDENT'S  LECTURE 
THURSDAY  26  APRIL  8:00  P.M. 


TO    GIVE 


Johannes  Cardinal  Willebiands, 
considered  by  many  to  be  the  leading 
figure  in  Roman  Catholic  ecumenical 
and  inter-faith  dialogue,  will  be  the 
fourth  distinguished  speaker  to  deliver 
the  President's  Lecture.  The  series  was 
established  in  1985  by  Father  James 
McConica,  C.S.B.,  President  of  St. 
Michael's,  and  inaugurated  by  Joseph 
Cardinal  Ratzinger,  followed  by  Pro- 
fessor Philip  Rieff  and  Sir  Michael 
Howard. 

C:ardinal  Willebrands  was  born  in 
the  Netherlands  in  1909,  where  he 
completed  his  early  education  and  stu- 
dies in  Philosophy  and  Theology  in 
preparation  for  his  ordination  to  the 
Priesthood  in  1934.  His  doctoral  dis- 
sertation for  the  Angelicum  in  Rome 
treated  the  thought  of  John  Henry 
Cardinal  Newman.  He  returned  to  his 
native  land  where  he  taught  Philo- 
sophy and  became  the  director  of  the 
major  seminary  at  Warmond. 

In  1946  Cardinal  Willebrands  was 
appointed  President  of  the  St.  VVilli- 
brord  Association,  whose  principal 
work  was  the  promotion  of  ecumen-

ism.  and  in  1958  the  Dutch  hierarchy 
appointed  him  delegate  for  ecumeni- 
cal matters.  His  work  with  various 
gioups  during  these  years  traced  the 
outlines  of  many  of  the  ecumenical 
contacts  which  were  to  develop  more 
fully  during  and  after  Vatican  IL  In 


1960  Pope  John  XXIII  named  him 
Secretary  to  the  newly  created  Vatican 
Secretariat  for  Promoting  Christian 
Unity.  In  this  position  he  worked 
closely  with  Augustine  Cardinal  Bea 
in  establishing  official  relations  with 
other  Christian  churches  and  com- 
munities and  with  such  international 
organizations  as  the  World  Council  of 
Churches.  The  importance  of  his  work 
during  the  Second  Vatican  Council 
has  been  recognized  publicly  on  many 
occasions  and  in  many  accounts  of  the 
Council. 

In  1964  Pope  Paul  VI  ordained  him 
Bishop  and  in  1969  created  him  Cardi- 
nal and  successor  to  Cardinal  Bea  as 
President  of  the  Secretariat  for  Chris- 
tian Unity.  After  becoming  Archbi- 
shop of  L'trecht,  Primate  of  the 
Netherlands,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Bishops'  Conference,  he  continued  in 
his  position  with  the  Secretariat. 
Upon  retiring  from  Utrecht  in  1983. 
he  returned  to  Rome  and  the  full-time 
position  of  President  of  the  Secretariat 
for  Christian  Unity.  During  his  Pre-

SPECIAL  CONVOCATION  TO  HONOUR  TWO  LEADING 
FIGURES  IN   CATHOLIC-JEWISH  RELATIONS 


The  University  of  St.  Michael's  Col- 
lege will  confer  honorary  doctoral 
degrees  upon  Dr.  Gerhart  Riegnerand 
Johannes  Cardinal  Willebrands  in  a 
special  Convocation  in  St.  Basil's 
Church  on  26  April  at  3:30  P.M.  A 
reception  will  follow  in  Brennan 
Lounge,  Odette  Centre. 

For  decades  Dr.  Riegner  and  Cardi- 
nal Willebrands  have  been  working 
individually  and  in  cooperation  for 
better  understanding  between  reli- 
gious faiths  and  groups.  Taken 
together,  their  careers  constitute 
almost  one  hundred  years  of  work 
directed  towards  that  goal. 

Dr.  Riegner,  born  in  Berlin  in  191 1, 
was  educated  in  Law  but  was  sus- 
pended from  its  practice  because  he 
was  a  Jew.  He  assisted  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  First  World  Jewish  Con-

gress  and  served  on  its  staff  as  legal 
advisor  in  its  Geneva  office.  He  was 
instrumental  in  calling  to  the  world's 
attention  the  realities  of  the  Nazi 
"final  solution,"  and  has  been  a  most 
influential  force  in  the  quest  for 
improved  relations  between  the  Jew- 
ish Community  and  the  world's  Pro- 
testant and  Catholic  Churches.  He  has 
been  intimately  involved  in  every 
major  development  in  Jewish  history 
in  the  last  fifty  years  and,  until  his 
recent  retirement,  he  has  served  from 
1965  as  Secretary  of  the  World  Jewish 
Congress:  he  remains  Co-chairman  of 
the  governing  board  of  that  body.  He 
was  involved  with  Cardinal  Bea  dur- 
ing the  Second  Vatican  Council  and 
was  instrumental  in  establishing  the 
International  Catholic-Jewish  Liai- 
son Committee  which  led  to  the  Vati- 


can Cominission  for  Religious 
Relations  with  the  Jews.  He  has  also 
contributed  his  talents  to  many  inter- 
national university  student  groups 
and  has  been  active  with  human  rights 
organizations  and  others  working  for 
justice.  In  1989  he  received  the 
Humanitarian  Award  from  the  Inter- 
national Council  of  Christians  and 
Jews. 

Cardinal  Willebrands'  dedication  to 
world  religious  peace  and  his  ecumen- 
ical involvement  are  known  well  to 
many  St.  Michael's  alumni;  his  career 
is  outlined  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of 
the  Newsletter. 

Men  of  the  calibre  of  Dr.  Gerhart 
Riegner  and  Johannes  Cardinal  Wil- 
lebrands honour  St.  Michael's  by  their 
presence  and  their  acceptance  of  the 
honour  it  offers  them. 


PRESIDENT'S  LETTER  TO  THE  ALUMNI 


riif  111  si  spiiiigliktdayol  iht  ycai  is 
no!  a  bad  lime  to  reflect  on  my  term  of 
office,  vvhicti  in  many  ways  seems  to 
have  sped  past  as  (]uiclcly  as  does 
spring  itself. 

The  years  since  198  1  have  been  enor- 
mously eventful,  and  although  our 
financial  plight  has  cast  a  long 
shadow  over  that  time,  I  think  it  is 
now  true  to  say  that  St.  Michael's  is  on 
the  eve  of  a  "second  spring."  I  am  not 
referring  simply  to  the  outcome  of  our 
long-drawn  issue  over  the  Bay  Street 
ilevelopment  proposal,  but  even  more 
significantly,  to  the  consistent  support 
for  a  forward-looking  St.  Mike's  that 
our  whole  community  has  demon- 
strated in  these  challenging  years. 

Two  constituencies  in  particular 
stand  out  in  my  mind,  and  they  have  a 
natural  kinship:  our  undergraduates 
and  our  alumni.  I  have  had  the  privi- 
lege of  watching  a  new  generation  of 
alumni  come  "on  board  "  under  the 
invaluable  guidance  of  Father  Mad- 
den, and  their  leadership  has  been 
absolutely  indispensable  to  what  we 
have  been  able  to  achieve.  The  most 
striking  evidence  of  this  is  the  success 
of  our  Capital  Campaign— and  that, 
amidst  the  controversy  over  our  devel- 
opment proposal.  The  support,  pro- 
fessional skill  and  enthusiasm  of  the 
alumni — among  whom  my  successor 
has  not  been  the  least — has  been 
shown  in  a  myriad  of  ways,  from  par- 
ticipation in  the  annual  Orientation 
to  the  sponsoring  of  a  Theatre  Night, 
to  the  needs  of  our  Campaign,  Colle- 
gium, Finance  and  Property  Commit- 
tees. In  all  of  this  there  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  "tough  love" — the  best  kind  by 
far  for  an  academic  institution  long 
committed  to  issues  of  the  heart. 

Our  undergraduates  have  been  my 
daily  delight,  and  I  count  it  one  of  my 
happiest  privileges  as  President  to  be 
living  on  campus  where  it  has  been 
possible  to  have  so  much  informal 
exchange  with  our  students,  and  to 
form  friendships  which  I  know  I  shall 
take  with  me  for  the  rest  of  my  life. 
Without  the  benefit  of  a  comparison 
group,  I  would  think  it  safe  to  say  that 
in  vigour,  maturity  and  generosity  of 
heart  our  students  stand  second  to 
none.  They  are  our  alumni-to-be,  and 
you  may  well  look  forward  to  getting 
to  know  them  better.

Finally,  I  cannot  conclude  without 
acknowledging  the  firm  and,  at  times, 
crucial  support  of  the  wider  commun- 


ity whidi  sustains  us:  the  Basilian 
Fathers,  Sisters  of  Loretto  and  St. 
Joseph  and  like  communities  of  dedi- 
cated ministries;  the  Archdiocese, 
represented  by  our  distinguished 
Chancellor;  and  many  new  friends 
who,  while  not  strictly  among  our 
alumni,  have  rallied  to  the  St. 
Michael's  cause  in  many  ways.  If  any- 
thing is  clear  to  us  now,  it  is  that  the 
prospects  for  further  service  in  the 
Toronto  area  are  far,  far  wider  than 
ever  before.

DEVELOPMENT  UPDATE 


At  present  writing,  the  Tridel-St. 
Michael's  proposal,  much  modified  in 
efforts  to  meet  suggestions  of  neigh- 
bouring residents,  has  been  passed  by 
the  City  Council  of  Toronto  in  its 
meeting  of  19  February.  This  was  a 
major  hurdle  in  implementing  the 
development  plans.  The  proposal 
must  now  be  reviewed  by  the  City 
Planner,  the  Council's  Land  Use 
Committee,  and  returned  to  City 
Coimcil  for  final  approval.  There  are 


strong  hopes  that  this  process  will  be 
completed  in  the  near  future  and  the 
whole  matter  concluded.  Once  more, 
the  students  of  St.  Michael's  joined 
with  alumni,  faculty,  administration 
and  friends  in  presenting  our  case  to 
the  city  officials  in  a  convincing 
fashion.
